South Georgia County Expects to 

Have Best Highwass in State. ‘ 

Leesburg, Ga., September  17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The road overseer of this county 
has just finished up a section of road 
with what promises to be the turning 
point of road building in this county. 
Heretofore it has been a problem to 
get a good road for the want of pav- 
ing material, as the cost barred its 
use. It has been found by experiment 
that the soft limestone rock in which 
this section abounds, when crushed | 
and spread on the road, makes a 
roadway that is fully the equal of 
chert, and furnishes a hard road that 
is almost impervious to water, does 
not mire and grows harder with use. 
There are thousand of tons of it all 
over the county and the increased use of 
the material promises to give us paved 
roads in a few years that will com-

Judge Parker, of New York, De- 
clares that What the Prestdent 
Proposes To Do Is Revolu- 
tionary—All Lovers of the 
Constitation Should 
Make Protest. 


Norfolk, Va4., September |17.—Former 
Judge Alton B. Parker, of New York, 
former democratic candidate for presi- 
dent of the United States, and Samuel 
W. McCall, mé@mber of congress from 
Massachusetts, made the principa] ad- 
dresses at the constitutional day celevra- 
tion at the Jamestown exposition today. 
The ceremonies were in commemoration 
of the one hundred and twentieth anni- 
versary of the adoption of federal 
constitution by the constitutional conven- 
tion, over which George Washington pre- 
sided. ‘The weather wag ideal and the 
attendance at the exposition was large. 

Judge Parker was at his best and spoke 
with great force and earnestness. 

Judge Parker's Adoaress. 

Judge Parker said in part: 

“In the view of the president, the federa! 
government needs an increase.of power, 
needs power which is now and from the 
beginning has been not only exercised 
by the states, but deliberately by the 
states and the people when the national 
government was created. 

“True, there is a way to transfer that 
power from the states to the federal 
government, if the people wish it. That 
would take time and labor. And, again, 
it may well be that no amount of labor

the action of the people, but through the 
action of the three departments of gov- 
ernment. 
Bounds Fixed by Constituation. 

“The states and the people undertook 
by the constitution to fix the boundaries 
of each of the great departments of gov- 
ernment beyond which neither could pass. 
Upon the executive no legislative or ju- 
dicial power was conferred, but he was 
charged to ‘take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed,’ and to ‘protect and 
defend the constitution of the United 
States.’ By what process of reasoning 
the executive has reached the conclusion 
that for the various departments of the 
federal government to seize power not 
granted and the people Is to protect and 
defend thejr constitufjon,’ I know not. 
That he must have reached it by some 
route his character as a man, his career 
as an official and the boldness of his ad- 
vocacy attests. He is not attenmpting to 
acquire power by deceiving the people. 
With perfect frankness, he states what 
he thinks ought to be done, and how he 
proposes it shall be done.

The new charter provided for a 
change fr the methods of taxation, doe 
ing away. with a number of taxing 
bodies and concentrating the power of 
the levies for city, park and literary 
purposes fn “the city council. 

The proposed charter also provided 
that the city may by a _ referendum 
vote issue bonds up to 5 per cent of the 
total valuation of taxable property in 
the city: consolidates into one the three 
park systems which will be conducted 
under one board appointed by the mayor 
and approved by the council. 

At the present time the state of Iili- 
noils has a large voice in the manage- 
ment of the Chicago park systems, 4l- 
though it contributes nothing whatever 
for their support. 

All long term public utility grants 
must be submitted to the people on @ 
referendum vote, if a petition to that 
effect is presented by I0 per cent of the 
voters. 

There was great opposition to the 
adoption of the charter, chiefly because 
of the power of the taxing bodies to levy 
taxes on property as high as 7 per cent 
of the assessed valuation,

Explosion Followed an Attempt to 
Remove an Unexploded Shell 
From Gun—A Majority of the 
Bystanders Fearfully 
Mutilated. 


Tokio, September 1!7..—Forty of the 
crew were killed and injured on board 
the Japanese battleship Kashima by the 
explosion of a 12-inch shell within the 
shield, after target practice, near Kure, 
at 4 a. m., on September 9. The Ka- 
shima. under command of Captain Koi- 
seumi, reached Kure at 6 p. m., where 
the wounded were placed in the hos- 
pital. The fatalities included a lieu- 
tenant, two cadets and one staff officer, 
the rank and name of whom is not 
given. 

The exact details regarding the ef- 
fects of the explosion are lacking, but 
it was terrific and the ship is badly 
damaged. 

The explosion followed an attempt to 
remove an unexploded shell from the 
gun. A majority of the bystanders 
were fearfully mutilated. ;

BURIED IN PRISON 25 YEARS, 
WORLD IS STRANGE TO HACKETT 


New York, September 17—After hav- 
ing served a twenty-five years’ sentence 
in Bing Sing prison, Michael Hackett, 
a former New York policeman, thank 
to a parole granted last week by the 
state board of pardons. Hackett enter- 
ed the prison in 1882, and during all 
these years he had not had a giimpse 
of the outside world, and all of his im- 
pressions had been formed from occa- 
sional pictures and papers he had been 
able to obtain. He had never seen 4 
trolley car nor an automobile, and a 
skyscraper was a marvel. Even the 
dresses of the women of today are noy- 
elties and objects of curiosity to him. 

“This is a new world for me,” he said 
on reaching this city, five hours after

his release. “As a policeman 25 years 
ago I thought I knew every nook and 
corner of the city, but the people are 
different, the buildings new, and 50 big 
that I am bewildered. If you h@a sud- 
denly placed me in the heart of the 
city I would have been lost as com- 
pletely as I had never been here be- 
fore.”’ 

Many of the actions of the paroled 
man were pathetic. Just after his re- 
lease it was noticed that ne was con- 
tinually fumbling.in his pockets and 
taking out their contents. When ne saw 
that this was attracting attentfon he 
explained with an embarrassed smiffe: 

“T haven't had pockets in my clothes 
for 25 years, and I'm not used to 
them. I'll be always afraid tnat the 
things I put in them will get lost.”’

NEW R. F. D. BOX PATENTED. 


= 
Four Georgians Have Secured Pat- 
ent for Important Invention. 

Columbus, Ga., September 17.—(Specia].) 
Four Georgians have patented an inven- 
tion which has received the approval) 
of the United States postoffice depart- 
ment and which promises to lighten ma- 
terially the labors of rural] mai] carriers 
throughout the country. A. C, Chancel- 
lor, Hockley M. Thomas and S. T. Whit- 
taker, who, with J. Smith Lanier, of West 
Point, own the invention, a mail box for 
rural use, have just returned from Wash- 
ington, where a highly satisfactory test 
of the device was made. They will pro- 
ceed immediately to form a company, 
and in a few days formal] application for 
charter will be made. 

The box in question is so arranged at 
the end of a bar, which works on a pivot 
that the mail carrier does not have to 
leave his vehicle, but Simply reaches 
out with a rod, hooks the box and draws 
it to him. 
‘be an especial advantage, as he can pull 
the box entirely within his buggy. When 
released, the box swings automatically 
back to its regular position, the bar be- 
ing kept parallel to the road. By the 
Simple device of a crossbar at the top 
the owner is enabled to tell from a dis- 
tance whether there is any mail in his 
bqx, for if the carrier leaves the bar 
at right angles to the road it means 
there is mail in the box, and ff he gives 
it a swing so that it fs parallel with the 
road the position Indicates that the box 
is empty. The carrier is mst compelled 
to leave his vehicle at all, and the loss 
of time is reduced to a mininium. The 
invention received the approval of the 
postoffice department, which means that 
it can be used in any section of the 
union. It is believed that there are 
great possibilities in the invention.

Steps are Taken in Case of Russian 
Workman Who Stabbed Fellow 
Worker to Death at States- 
boro Railroad Camp. 


Statesboro, Ga., September 1!7.—{Spe- 
cial.)—It was given out today that 
steps had been taken in the case of 
Theodor Kositch, better known as 
Foedder Kominski, the Russian who 
stabbed a fellow workman and fellow 
countryman to death here about two 
months ago, by tthe Russian authorities. 

At the request of the accused man, Mr.

One set of gamblers is betting another set 
that by the end of October the price of cotton will be below 11 cents. If 
they guess wrong, they lose the difference between the amount represented 
by this guess and the actual price at that time, 

If their guess proves correct, it will mean that southern cotton farmers 
have been browBeaten and bullied into surrendering their cotton at a figure 
less than its real worth; that they have suffered a loss of the profits which 
were rightfully theirs. 

If the growers hold on, if they refuse to “stand and deliver” at the

The original county court house 
building is out of date and its con- 
tinued use is a reflection upon a rich, 
prosperous, populous county like Ful- 
ton. The old city hall is not adequate 
tu the demands made upon it, and has 
caused the various city officers to be 
80 cramped as to interfere with the 
transaction of the city’s business. The 
new building will settle the contro 
versy Over a new municipal building 
which has been waged for several 
years. 

A most important feature of the 
new plan is that the county records 
will be afforded protection. In the 
past these invaluable documents have 
been insufficiently protected from 
thieves and fire. 

The location of the new public 
building is central, the site is one 
which the county already owns, and 
it is easily accessible from every part 
of the city. 

Under the plan tentatively agreed 
upon, the county will be put to an ex- 
pense of between $400,000 and $500,- 
OCG and the city about $375,000. The 
board of county commissioners has 
al:eady provided by tirect taxation 
fo1 $100,000 of this amount. The sale 
of the almshouse property will bring 
in an additional $100,000. Thus near- 
ly one-half of the needed sum is al- 
ready in sight. 

It is to be hoped that the city coun- 
cli will approve the plan of the sub- 
committee when reported at the next 
regular session,

OPERATORS MAY 
JOIN IN STRIKE 


Members of the 0. R. T. of 
the Southern Send in 
Their Ultimatum. 


If the Southern Railway Company 
does not reinstate the operator they 


to work with a strike-breaking oper- 
ator, the Railway Telegraphers say 
they. will call their men out, in all 
probability tying up the entire system. 

The trouble arises from the fact that 
officials of the Western Union and the 
Southern railway recently had a con- 
ference, so it is stated, with a view to 
force the railroads to compel their 
operators to handle the commercial 
business during the strike of the com- 
mercial operators. The Southern rail- 
way, as accounts go, took the initial 
step by discharging a telegrapher who 
had been in ttheir service for years 
for his refusal to work with a West- 
ern Union strike-breaker. A meeting 
was held at Greenville, Ga. Monday 
night, at which resolutions were pass- 
ed requesting Superintendent B. GQ. 
Fallis, of the Southern railway, to re- 
instate this telegrapher on or before 
noon September 23, or, if not, on that 
night a meeting will be held which 
may result in the tying up of the en- 
tire system. Another resolution was 
adopted which was sent to Superin- 
tendent Fallis. The contents of this 
is that individual telegraphers will not 
refuse to handle Western Union busi- 
ness, but, on the other hand, will posi- 
tively refuse to work with commercial 
strike-breakers. 

The statement of the Western Union 
that they now have eighty-one oper- 
ators at work is vigorously denied by 
the strikers, who claim that there are 


only forty-one handling the keys. 
They also refer to a recent publication 
in which complaints are made by 
Cedartown, Griffin, Hahira, Pine Hurst, 

Elko and other cities, and ask the 
question: “If the Western Union is 
now able to handle their business, why 
are these towns going to the railroad 
commission with the matter?” 

Local No. 60 held a meeting yester- 
day morning. The strikers were ad- 
dressed by Mr. Perry Claire, a lay 
member of the Brotherhood of Reail- 
way Clerks, who is in the city from 
Savannah. 

The strikers further report that 
Grand Rapids, Mich., and Denver are 
now out. In Denver, it is said, that 
fifteen of the strike-breakers walked 
out in a body yesterday. It is also 
declared that all of the strike-breakers 
in Ohio working for the Associated 
Press have also left their keys. The 
commercial telegraphers assert that at 
this time they are more confident and 
feel more encouraged than at any time 
since they quit work.

Said Indictments Should Be Re- 
turned for $20,000 Loss. 
Albany, Ga., September 1!7.—(Special.)

New York, September 17.—COTTON—Liver- 
pool surprised the talent by coming # up on 
January-February when due 8 down. Spots 
were 8 points lower on sales of 7,000. The 
weather map was favorable. 

First figures were disappointing considering 
the strong cables, October opening 12 and 
January 14 points up and up to 2 o'clock 
these were the high prices of the day. The 
support was not sufficient to take care of 
the cotton which seemed to come from all 
sources, January sagged to 11.20 at noon, 
when some stop orders were reached, break- 
ing it to 11.08, the low record on this decline 
and just 160 points under the high of Sep- 
tember 6. Short covering saved a further 
slump and brought about a rallys to 11.20. 
Miss Giles made the crop condition 71, as 
compared to 72.8 on August 28. Theodore H. 
Price issued a circular figuring out a@ crop 
of 18,680,000 from the Giles figures. The 
weekly weather report was generally favor- 
able. as was also the forecast. 

The market sagged persistently and steadi- 
ly under the liquidation of a long interest 
which proves to have been much larger than 
was generally believed, heavy offerings of 
spots with spinners showing an inclination 
to wait, and further, a gradually crystalizing 
opinion of the trade that the crop has a 
fair prospect of exceeding 12,500,000 bales.

Weather the Past Week. 
Washington, September 17.—Summary—The 
temperature in the cotton region averages 
about normal or below, except along the At- 
lantic coast, where there was an excess of 
2 to 4 degrees. The greatest deficiency was 
2 to 4 degrees over Louisiana and Arkansas. 
Rainfal! was general over the cotton region, 
but the amount was very unevenly distribut- 
ed. More than 2 inches fell at a few points 
in southeastern Texas, southern Louisiana, 
central Alabama, Florida, southeastern Geor- 
gia and the southern portion of South Caro- 
lina. The only places receiving more than 4 
inches were Galveston, Tex., with 6 inches, 
and Greensboro, Ala., with 4.66 inches. Less 
than half an inch fell over areas of consider- 
able extent, especially in Texas.

Georgia—The weather was abnormally cool 
on the llth and 12th, but was warmer the 
rest of the w@ek.

Local showers occurred in all 
districts during the first three days, and in 
the southern portion the rest of the week, 
but the rainfall was considerably below nor- 
mal. except in the southern portion. The 
sunshine was deficient. 
Louisiana—Scattered showers were reported 
daily, except on the 12th and 13th, but the 
rainfall was deficient except in north. The 
temperature was below normal. The sunshine 
was normal in the northern portion, and be- 
low normal in the southern portion.
